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Mt4r\ tboDgh cbis be a palfion to, 
wbich one cannot fo cafHy apply thif 
rcaibn ^ yet one ntay fay' pofiiblv, 
that he which is too hydy poflcft by 
the image of « terrible and preie^t 
danger, hindersihmfelfp that in this 
percarbation ' and trouble wherein 
be is, hedt£re$not 6mpiy to run, but 
lb afc fome means more prompt and 
efficacious then natural ^ndordina* 
ry ones by which a man runs away ; 
and that bis imagination thus over* 
ffipping whatfoever is real and pof- 
fible, as that of others which wei 
%akcof but now, does not, by rea- 
fon hereof, put in praiftice thofjC fa- 
culties that move the parts of his 
body; for it is evident that it is the 
operation of the jp^ncj that muft put 
in jgradice thoft faculcici. But how- 
ever it be, it is very likely that.^^i- 
£^^> hjfy.^^^ Lhve^ fail of expref- 
fing thcmfcWes well,for this reafon ; 
an^if it bcfo, we may with likeli- 
iiood fay , that' even fo he which

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Cee chat we diftrufthtm, alcboog^ 
tc .be noc wkbonc /uft pccafion^t 
and this fiiadow of teafon wvj 
ferve him to conquer that rcfi-^ 
ftance which he findes in his own 
nature. Secondly « it is good not 
to give wicked men any teftioia* 
nv Tbac we difimft them, becaafe^ 
it they believe that we cannot fo 
much as imagine, they are about 
to commit a great injuftice, they 
will judge us the bonefter , and 
farther from all treacherous and 
evil thoughts^ and fo will be more 
- alhamed to (in before us, and di& 
cover to us the ba^efle and ug- 
linefTe of their fouk. Befides , if 
a wicked man thinks that we 
efteem him an honeft man, he 
cannot without regret go about 
to deflroy by bis adions this be- 
lief . which is advantageous and 
glorious to bim ; and will be fo 
miach the more lotli to do it^ as 
he believes, that it is well efta- 
bliflied ia our mindsj bccaufe that

Laftly, befides aH thefc reafons, 
there is this ftill to be confidtred, 
that if any one chinks that men 
account him an honeft man, or 
that they do. not think him verv 
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bad , this fery^ to perfwade bim^ 
that what is believeil of hlm^ is 
true, and ibat indeed be hath noc 
very )^d ioclipations. Now there 
is no better, nor bandfemer way 
of refbrmtng by degrees the mind 
of a wictea man, then to per- 
fwade him that be hath fome ktis. 
of vertue , and an inclination to 
worthy tbif^, becaufe that loving, 
himfeif^ and crery thing that is in 
him., he will confequcntly love 
vertue, if he believes that it is one 
of bis qualities, and a part of his 
being; and be wiil alfo love ver* 
tuoss men. if he diinks he is like 
tfaem, as he ^ould love a man that 
bath nofe or eya like bis own. In

by accident^ namdy , for want of ne- 
ceffary circumjiancej ^ and when it 
carries us in purfuit of its pbjeft 
with excefs^ or by bafc and unwor-^ 
thy mtansi. And therefore to ma-

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^derate it, it is riot at all ncccffaryto 
Wfct it forth to the life, but on the 
[jcontrary , by how much the more 
■^ JliYcly and in proper terms it is der 
f fcribed , fo much the more doth the 
imagination of thofc that hear fo ir- 
difcrcet a ieflbn , grow warm with 
that bafeheat which it is acctiftomed 
to kindle there. AiAi hence I draw 
one flrong reafon more, in favour,

' caiafe it is a thing conformable to 
Reafon and Nature^ and upon which 
ourfpiritfltdes away fmoothly^, as 
our hand Aides upon, a polifhedbo- 
dyy where it iindstio rub or obftade; 
iknd that on the contrary, when wc 
love that which hurts us , as it is a 
thins that aftoniihesus / and makes 
lis Ittck -feme time to fearch the 
^ulesof it, fowefee it the better, 
andlmprint it the deeper into our 

memories) .j 
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memories ? Or clfc happcfis it not^ 
thus,, in effeft , through the imper: 
feAion of finice things, which prorQ 
dtttes alfo many other eflfeAs, th^tr 
ktm to.be tgainfi nature } As for 
example , we fee that Difficulty 
whets the appetite, whereat it fliould 
rather duR it *, and that Evil is more ^ 
adive then Good, although it boght 
to be quite contrary, and inany 
other the like things ^ fo that this 
may perfwade ui , that it is through 
thi^ very imperfcftion that wholfom 
things olfend, apd hurtful things de- 
light MS ?

M jintiferifiafis. Or clfe, is not 
nature at Brfk delighted with things 
that redouble its evil , becaufe tliac 
by increafing it , they toay in fonac 
forcftupifie and dull its fenfe ? And 
is it not, on the contrary , hurt by 
thofe things that cure it ? becauie " 
that in reftoringit to its ftrength by 
little. and little^ they do as it were 
awaken it out of that lethargie in 
which the difeafe held it,and fo.make 
the fenfe of it the more quick ? Or 
eife^, is it that Nature when flie hath 
need to be cured , is dcpfaved and iJl 
difpofed : fo that it is no wonder if 
in this condition (he be offended 
with that'which is good, and pleafed 
with that.which is bad for her ?

And 
if a man objcd to them, that many 
of thofe chat laugh at fuch a naif- 
chance, donotccafe to have very^ 
li^oncft minds , and a great deal of 
trnegoodnefs: They might anfwer, 
that a foul really good, may yet 
have, together with its goodnefs^,^ 
fomc light inixture of malice-, as we* 
fee there is fcarcely a man fo wife 
that bach not fotne light wcaknefs 
of fpirit : As when we fay a inan is 
fanguinc, we do not mean that he 
bath not a drop of Phlegpn, Gboler, 
or Mefcincholy humour in bis body, 
but only that- fanguin^ is predomi^ 
nant in him •, fo when we fay a man . 
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is wife, good, or- ingenuous, we arc 
not bound to conceive bim exeoapc 
and wholly purged from folly and , 
vice •, For in, truth it fignifits no 
jDore then tbac WiCdom , Vertue 
and Ingenuity are his pr^dofninanc 
qualities ; Nevertbele4, it is clear 
chat in thofe that laugh when they 
fee one fall,tt is not properly malice •, 
which I fnferr,not only becavfe they 
do not laugh if he take any confide* 
rabjeiiurt, but alio and chiefly bc-^ 
cacUetbey ares^ ready to laugh at 
ihcmfelves, if 4>y chance they wini 
or cut their own. fingers ^ wif tilt 
wind blow ti^ir hats off» or if they 
are fur prized , or caught with a 
fhower before they can get any (hel* 
tcr^ or if any other ^pccty dtfordcr 
befalls them » the reafon is , becauTe 
thefe petty diforders have alwayes in 
them fomctbingof ^rtf^^/^/»f, extra^ 
erdinAryzxAfjUden-^ andbecaufe by 
thefe three*qttaUties they do in fome 
fort tickle the imaginaition. 
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Whdt u the re^oH that thofe i»hoem* 
Ift^ct Civil and Worldly affairs 
wth too violent an aracmr , are

T Hough we bad not learnt from 
theaueboriiyof the Holy Scri- 
ptures, tbattbecareof the tbifigs of 
the wo(rld, and the deceit of riches, 
do bbnd the underftandings of flOfeti 
in refpeA of the myfteries of Taitb, 
jesperience would f^fiiciencly prove 
it •, (ince chae it happens even at this 
day very frequent, that thofc which 
fetck their affieSions too much on 
the al&irs of the world , and ha^e in 
their minds no other defigrrbut of 
wiMrldly advancements , do fo lofe 
tbeienfeof tlie veritiesof Religion 
that there remains to them only an 
outward profefiionofit^withwbicb^^ 

a^^ 
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as with a fuperficial kind of beauty, 
they cover the irregularity of their 
opinions. To fay from hence » that 
ihey wifh there were no true Rili- 
-gion , that they, might give tbem- 
felvfs the more liberty to compleac 
their defigns. all manner of wayes , 
and that they labour all they can to 
perfwade themfelves of it , . and ac 
lafi do perfwade themfelves , it is to 
fay very much , but perhaps nor al- 
together enough , becaufe many 
times it ' happens that the more we 
deiire to chafe out of our n^inds- a 
belief, the ]efs able are we to do it. 
It muft therefore be added further , 
that as thofe who addid themfelves 
to the contemplation of things fub- 
lime and abflrad , do l^ecome unfit 
for low things, f uch as are the alfairs 
of the world.: So by the famerea- 
fon, thofe that e&crcife their minds 
too much about low things, and fuch 
as fall under the eye , mufl; become 
unfit for the difcerning of fubUme 
tbings^ior that our foul is fo mifer- 
h.. able 
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able that it can hardly gain on one 
fide bm it lofes on-thc other, and its 
perfeAIons dlo very often ftiock one 
againft anbthcr , and are incom- 
pctible,^ But befidcs thcfc '^two rca- 
fons, there is a third more nice and 
not fo ealily to be perceived. The 
better to comprehend it, wemuil 
firft confider , that when our eyei 
have been too long fixed upon the 
Sun', there do remain 'upoit them 
fome certain impreffions , which 
make us think we fee it^ image in all 
the objcds we look on : So when 
our. mind is ftrongly faftened upon 
the confideration of any one objed> 
it thinks that it fees it everywhere 
elfe, and is alfo ready to believe, that 
every one looks upon that which he 
doth wicb-a great deal of earnellnefs, 
as he that hath long turned round, 
believes that all things curn with 
him. Thus, for example, a man of 
an ^/»^0r(>^ complexion , all whofe 
defircs look only at Love, is apt to 
think that all things in the world are 

un«^ 
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andertakcn for Love ^ that it is this 
which for the moft part play^s fris 
own game under the mafqueof Am- 
bicion, or fomeotber paffionv and 
that ev«n wars, and all the gf'eateft 
croHbles of State, arc only the effcds 
of fome fecret Love. But an Am^ 
bitiom man, out of the love he bears 
to Glory , takes it quite ocherwife , 
aod believes rather that all isdone* 
out of Ambtcion ^ that Covecouf- 
nefsitfelf looki at that' indiredly • 
that Learning, ^s well as War, aims 
at nothing elie ; and that in Love it 
felf , the Ambition to conquer the 
mind of a Miftrifs , or to furmount 
tt Rival , are our principal motives. 
A Souldier wiil beready to think 
that Learning hath no other rational 
end but the Military Art; butoa 
jthe contrary a JfAd//^r will judge 
that War hath no other end but to 
provide that wife men may quietly 
and peaceably apply themfelves to 
contemplation. An Oratcr will tell 
you that Philofopby was invented 

^ - nnlv 
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only to move cbe paifions of the 
Judges bandfomly and with a dre&. 
But on the contrary , a 7hihfofher 
iwill racher judge ^ chat Eloquence 
bath no otbft end bnc the applicati- 
on of Pbilofopbie. It follows then, 
according to the preceding Do^^ 
Ariac y that when a man tbathatb 
already a propenfion to impiety ^ 
hath the affairs of the world too 
much mbis bead, and thenoeans by 
which they are brought about •, and 
he thinks, nighcand day, of nothing 
but politick tricks and gins by which 
he may^entfap others ; This imagina- 
tioti by little and little becomes plau- 
fiblc>to bim : That Religion it felf is 
an artifice chftc tends to the bringing 
about of thefe very affairs of the 
worhi ^' and that it is a Scace-device 
of d)e Politicians 9 becaufe bethinks 
that every one looks upon that which 
bioifelf doth witii abundance of 
aff^ftion^ and thinks bc^ feesevery<« 
wher« elfe tbie fame ob jeds which 
hts owa mind is filled wicb> and to

Befidcs, 
the fubmiiiion that any oac renders 
to OS, is not more apt to pleafe us, 
and by this means^'to get fome bene- 
fit of us, then to make as think it 
comes from a bafe^ and dejcded 
mind, iince that all the advantage 
we can finde in it,^ proceeds onjy 
from the mind that it comes from * 
and as for the exceffive praifes which 
are given us by him that de/ires to 
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ototin fome favour from us by his 
coo bafe flattery, if we think that 
they do not come from the heart^we 
confider them only as fo many 
cheat^^ and if we believe chat he doth 
realty efteem us, with that excels as 
he makes (hew of, firft, we do not 
much thank htm for it, bectufe the 
eficem which a man hath of any one, 
is a thing forted, and depends not 
on him that gives it ^ and in the 
iecond place^ we do not ntow take fo 
much aire to prefer ve and augment 
thiscfteem in him by our benefits, 
fts thinking it both grint enough 
and well Enough eftabliihed^whereas 
when any one tcfpeAs us, but with 
more moderation, we labour what 
we can to encreafe this efieem by 
our beneficence, and take care to 
cheriiji and cultivate (as I mayfo 
fay^ a belief, which we fee is both 
profitable and glprious to us»

TO fay the truthj there is nothing 
fj^ iidmirable ', as that which no 
body admired.

admirable then the ebbing and pwr 
ing of the fea ^ the power of iis unr 
Jerfianding oyer bi$ WiM^ inoremar* 
velous tt^ti the inftuea^vOj^the 
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Spati \ the operations of his Senfes 
arc of much more difficult explica- 
tion, then ail thofe of the Loadfione^ 
4ni hiua great marvail that admires 
little ones. Not to go too far in 
this difcoutfc, the confideration of 
the marvels which are difcoveredin 
the Silk- worms, uiay furniftus with 
Tome proofs of it : they feem at BrU 
fight co^ fiirpafs or ^qual the things 
that are moft ftrange-, and thofe that 
have defcribed them, have not been 
able fufficiently to admire that this 
creature (bould be jcilled by the fote 
•noifeof thundei!, that it ftibuld have 
an inftind to fpln unprofitably, and 
even with the lofs of its life, feeing 
that it ftifles it felfinits own work, 
that it can draw out of its body that 
Silk of which itcompofes it^thata 
long time after it is dead, it revives^ 
that it transforms it felf into a But- 
terfly, and after it is thus transform- 
xd, it can live ftill rnany dayes with- 
out meat, that is to fay, to the end 
*of its life. But how ftrange foever

if we would confidcr tbem fomewhat 
! cxadly , i^e (hould pcrfwade our

Narciffm fell , and is^ not capabte of 
being couched with the love of his 
own beauty : by the fame reafon he J 
naturally flyes from rirgardingwith' 
Paffions like to thofe of Lovers, the 
perfon^ for whom be hath an zfk&i^ 
on of the fame nature and kind with - 
chat which be hath for hicnfelf •, and 
this is a- token of the ardour and 
truth of the Amity which be bears 
tbem ^ as on the contrary, if this

being very far from encreafing that 
which the lofs of a fwit at Law, or the 
Ijke, hath begotten in him, di- 
miniflies it ^ and inftead oiF over- 
charging his fpirit/ comforts it :

In a word, it 
were eafie to (hew, tfcit thereare al- 
fo thus Angtrs^ Fiars^ Loves, Ene- 
mies, as I may fofay, one to ano- 
ther, and incompatible, this being 
thus premifed, I %, that the Paffion. 
which we properly call Lave . as 
anfing from a hoMlj pleafure^and be. 
ing altogether fportfui and ypamoft^ 
and an enemy to all Jerhm thoughts

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and confiilcrations, according to tfat 
faving of Poets and of Loyers tbtm- 
fefvcs, cannot bat be of a nature 
more contrary to Frdtermil Lvve , 
which is altc^ther Sfhitmmi, Ihlj^ 
and^m#iKr, and flows only from 
Eekfon, That f&t this caufe fo far 
are they from encreafing one ano- 
ther, itis c^nain that That ni«ft ne- 
ceflanly looien ail the bond$ ef 
This, and that as we perceive that it 
loofens them , ^nd that we hare a 
very great inclination to keep them 
ftill faft and united , and foch asm.

the parts of the body. But all things 
well confidered^it will be found, that 
there is notbii^g in all this that 
ihonld oblige us to attribute fecre^c 
and particular vertues to the Dog*. 
fUr, and to leave the large field of. 
known and ordinary caufes •, Fo>r 
firft I do not fee why wc (^ouljl, 
wonder , that the Sun is hotter in 
jSniuft ttteninJfW/, though it be 
true that in Auguft, he regards usi . 
fomewhat more pbliquely^ and^^hat 
the dayes are (hotc^t ^ the radToa^qf 
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ix, 19, bccaufe the Eartb baying been 
exceedingly dryed by the former 
hetts , b more :apc to be violemly 
icorcfaed , as we fee that «ny dry 
thing fct before a leflcr fire, recfiTCt 
a more violent heat, tlien a thing 
that is moift from a ifire thai ismiicn 
greater. That this reafon is j^rtir 
f>entitbtreisan eiperience tbatme- 
thinks provei ic plainly enough • k 
19, that though at noon the Sun be 
iiearer to vs ,- and <aft more direft 
rayes on vs then he dothatiy tiiBe 
after .• yet thofe that travel in Sam* 
i»er,do perceive a more irtolent 
iieat two or thif ee bours after- noon, 
then at noon it felf v tbe rttUbli 
;vfaereofis, that at noon tfacBmfi«?t 
c(f the morning is not k> well dryed 
up, either on the graft/K* the air, or 
t%e ear th» ask is ia while afi«r. This 
es^mpk is fo put to ttie fubjVAl ap- 
ftyit to, ttie Qjei^on in hand, that 
therecMnot befowdany diikrence 
in it^ and k may fcrve weH enough 
w ptOtc wbtet 1 fty, fcr as fomebody 
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iiacbtxrcil obferved^ the images of 
theFmtrSeafims of the year, arc «> 
l)e fecQ in one only Day * in wtuch 
the M»rwi$^ by its rooiAure rtj^tr 
fents the SfringiN^M and fometiiDC 
after is tike the SMwmerS^lfiiet^Mxtd 
tfce ewo Monetbs that follow k^ ^ 
Etfening to tbe /liv^jirai^ : and the ar- 
Tiyal oF Night %o the arrival af 
WiKUr. Now as this reafon rcnid^r.8 
^^he heat of %^MgHB greater , it is 
iKiaiitfefi that witoall k renders it 
^wceiTartly more malign. Bbc yet if 
ic be objcAei that it is often more 
icaltgnant then that of other Mo^ 
4)eths^ without being more violent c 
I aniwer,that ibis doth not yet force 
tts to fly toa.icci«t caufe ^ for if it 
were neceifary to attribute this par- 
ticuiar malignity to the influence of 
fome Star, it . wouU follow alfo , that 
'we misft give influences to ibme 
other Scar, for to render a reafon of 
the pirticuiar malignity of. the Sun 
iri -^tfrfA , which as having avcry 
feeble heat, one woidd think, fboidd 
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
